CONCERNS about child 
safety have led to a renewed 
effort to get a crossing for 
William Morris Primary 
School in Bretch Hill. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
member Keith Strangwood has 
earmarked cash for a crossing 
and now needs to convince 
engineers it is needed. 

The plan was rejected by the 
council in 2010 because of 
budget constraints. It also said 
that there had been no accidents 
there over the last five years. 

But a series of recent near 
misses has led to parents and 
councillors renewing their 
demand for action. 

Mr Strangwood said: "We have 
had too many near misses up 
there." 

The Conservative member for 
Banbury Ruscote, said: "I have to 
convince the county council a 
crossing is a priority." 

The plan was rejected in 2010 
as a school road safety budget 
was about to be cut in half. 

But Mr Strangwood pledged to 
use a fund that is given to each 
councillor - due to rise from 
£6,250 this year up to £25,000 in 
the next financial year. 


The crossing should go where 
engineers determine most 
children cross: probably near the 
junction of Bretch Hill and 
Hastings Road, he said. 

Ceri Whiffen, 26, said her 
three-year-old daughter, Jessica, 
had come within inches of being 
hit by a car after running on to 
the road on Bretch Hill in 
December. 

The Edinburgh Way resident, 
also mum to Katie, five, said: 

"The car stopped in time, but it 
scared the life out of us." 

Grandmother and mother 
Sandra Whiffen, whose daughter, 
Sarah, nine, attends the school, 
said: "There needs to be a 
crossing somewhere near the 
school. It is getting too 
dangerous. Years ago there used 
to be a lollipop lady, which was 
brilliant because the children 
could be seen across the road. 

"Now the situation has gone 
from bad to worse. There is going 
to be a bad accident here." 

Kenny Wilkinson, 31, a father 
living in Cromwell Road, said: 

"At least with a zebra crossing 
the children would be more 
aware of the road." 

Banbury Town Council's traffic 
advisory committee last week 
agreed to support the call for a 
crossing. 

Councillor Patricia Tompson 


said: "People are driving along 
Bretch Hill far too fast. 

"There are 20mph notices all 
the way along the road, but 
drivers seem to take no notice." 

County council spokesman 
Gemma Watts said: "The stretch 


of road on Bretch Hill near the 
William Morris School shows that 
there have been no accidents for 
five years - but local county 
councillors can still flag this up to 
our highways team as a priority 
case for their area."

gives new 
hope over 
rent crisis 


BANBURY'S Sea Cadets are 
optimistic they will be able to 
overcome a rent crisis at their new 
base after a public appeal boosted 
funds. 

A leader warned the TS Harvester 


unit might have to move from its 
Lower Cherwell Street unit if 
commuters did not rent its parking 
spaces. 

It had rented just one of the 20 
spaces, leaving funds well short of 
the £20,000 annual rent on the 
base, which youngsters moved to in 
August. 

But thanks to an appeal through 
the press, including the Banbury 
Cake , ten spaces have now been 
sold and inquiries are still coming 
in. 

Unit commander Lieutenant Jon 
Cox said: "I am able to sleep a bit 
better at night. I think the scheme 
will come off. 

"We are delighted. The press have 
really helped." 

The group also gave out 4,000 
leaflets to commuters and will hand 
out another 6,000 to try to fill the 
remaining spaces. 

Lt Cox said: "We went from being 
particularly downcast two or three 
weeks ago to being upbeat and 
positive. 

"It gives us the motivation to carry 
on." 

The unit previously met at the TA 
centre in Oxford Road on Mondays 
and Thursdays, from 7pm to 9pm. 

It moved into the bigger unit to 
get more space and time to devote 
to training exercises, like navigation 
and meteorology. 

It got a £9,000 makeover and is 
now mostly used Mondays and 
Thursdays, from 7pm to 10pm, and 
10am to 4pm on Sundays. 

There are 44 members in the 
group and leaders had to stop 
recruiting last year as demand rose.

Bid to use council-owned land straddling the M40 


Town could get a 


big country park

PLANS have been unveiled for a 
new country park in Banbury - 
the size of 25 football pitches. 

The 27-hectare park would be con¬ 
structed on farmland by the Wildmere 
Industrial Estate to the north of the 


town. 

Cherwell District Council has 
bought the land on both sides of the 
M40, near Oxford Canal. 

It says the as yet un-named park 
would prove a major asset to town 
residents, with links to Grimsbury 
nature reserve and reservoir and 


Spiceball park. 

It would offer "panoramic views" 
and give an "added benefit to shop¬ 
pers" if plans to build a retail park at 
nearby Prodrive are approved, it says. 

A planning application says the 
plan would "enhance the local dis¬ 
tinctiveness of the area". 

It added: "It would be seen as a 
local educational resource for 
schools and provide a focus for the 
development of community spirit." 

Banbury Civic Society chairman 
Rob Kinchin-Smith welcomed the 
"attractive plans". He said: "It will 
significantly ameliorate many of the 
impacts necessarily caused during the 
construction of the Banbury flood 
alleviation scheme and is sure to pro¬ 


vide a welcome haven for local 
wildlife and walkers." 

A 28-space visitor car park would 
be provided off the A361 Daventry 
Road. The nearest pedestrian access 
would be about two miles from the 
town. 

The country park south of the M40 
would include Wildmere Wood and a 
circular park around reed bed, scrub 
and wetlands. 

Access is already available under 
the M40 and land north of the motor¬ 
way would include a "Roman mead¬ 
ow", "Arboretum field" and semi- 
mature oak trees. 

Helen Marshall, director of the 
Oxfordshire branch of the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England, said: "We 
think this is a tremendous idea and 
could really add to the local area. 

"Despite being a rural county, 
Oxfordshire overall suffers from a 
lack of accessible green space." 

The project is being spearheaded 
by the council and the Environment 
Agency, responsible for the flood 
work. This has seen a 1.8-mile storage 
area, with embankments, constructed 
north of the M40 to hold floodwater. 
Two concrete structures - which 
walkers would use to access the park 
- would hold back the excess water. 

The council's planning committee 
will be asked to make a decision on 
the country park plan by May. 


Inquest into teenager's death 


AN article in the March 1 edition of 
the Banbury Cake titled "Verdict on 
teen's roof plunge" on the death of 
Matthew Measures reported the 17- 
year-old was "battling depression 
caused by a skin condition and his 
AS level results" at the time of his 
death, when he fell from the roof of 
the Bolton Road multi-storey car 


park in Banbury. The report was 
supplied to us by an agency. 

His mother, Sarah, told the 
inquest into his death that her son 
was "fed up" and a "bit low" and 
had seen a doctor. She has asked us 
to point out he had not been 
diagnosed with depression. 

An open verdict was recorded.

■ A PLANNING application 
has been submitted for a 
60,000 sq ft supermarket and 
80,000 sq ft of retail space at 
the Kraft Foods factory.

BLOXHAM Pre-school has been 
praised by Ofsted for the quality of 
care it provides for its youngsters. 

Following a recent inspection, the pre¬ 
school was given a "good" overall rating 
with outstanding features. 

Inspector Fiona Robinson said: "Children 
are well behaved and achieve well because 
they are fully included in a wide range of 
activities. 

"Staff take into account their individual 
needs and interests and children respond 
well to the care and support they are 
given." 

The pre-school has 59 children on roll, 
and takes youngsters aged between two 
and five. 

Other areas singled out for praise were 
rigorous monitoring of the children's 


progress, and the setting of realistic and 
challenging targets.

Golden girl with 
an Olympic job

TWO decades after winning 
gold at the Paralympics, 
Beverley Gull is heading to 
London 2012. 

The 55-year-old former champion 
swimmer has been chosen as a vol¬ 
unteer for the summer Olympics and 
Paralympics. 

The games hold a special place in 
Mrs Gull's heart, having competed in 
Seoul 1988 and Barcelona 1992. 

During her first games, the Kings 
Sutton resident won three gold 
medals, for 100m and 400m freestyle 
and 100m backstroke. 

She said: "It is an honour to be 
selected. 

"I am really excited to have the 
opportunity to go along and join in 
the festivities. It is going to be a mag¬ 
nificent games." 

Mrs Gull will help staff an infor¬ 
mation desk and sort results at the 
Aquatic Stadium in Stratford, East 
London. 

She said: "I would love to see the 


swimming, that is my roots." 

The supported housing scheme 
administrator took up sport as part of 
her rehabilitation following a 1981 
car crash in Essex. 

The collision left Mrs Gull, who 
moved to Banbury from north 
London six years ago, paraplegic and 
in a wheelchair. 

Having battled polio from the age 
of two, which meant she had to use 
sticks, Mrs Gull said she never 
expected a career in sport. 

She said: "Sport for disabled chil¬ 
dren in the 1960s was non-existent. 

"They didn't think it was healthy, 
so I never participated, but I knew I 
was quite fast at swimming." 

She said: "It wasn't until I had the 
accident that I was attracted to sport 
as rehabilitation." 

Despite being "absolutely hope¬ 
less" at first in the pool, Mrs Gull 
found a coach and dedicated herself 
to the sport. 

She said: "For some reason I 
showed natural, raw talent. 

"I'm propulsion only, that is going 
to make it quite tough as opposed to 
someone who can use their legs. It 


demands dedication." 

Team GB welcomed Mrs Gull in 
1985 and she went on to take 41 
international gold medals, 13 silver 
and three bronze at global events. 

She set 13 world freestyle world 
records and was awarded an MBE in 
1992 for services to disabled sport. 

Barking and Dagenham leaders 
honoured their local hero with a stat¬ 
ue in 2008 and the freedom of the 
borough the following year. 

Having retired in 1995, Mrs Gull is 
now the administrator at Rachel 
House in Dashwood Road, a sup¬ 
ported housing scheme for young 
mums. 

There she is to give motivational 
talks to residents in the hope her 
story will inspire them to a bright 
future. 

She said: "I hope that by sharing 
the journey from my hospital bed fol¬ 
lowing the accident, to the top of the 
podium at the Paralympics, I can 
show them that with the right dedica¬ 
tion and motivation you can over¬ 
come setbacks and achieve your 
goals."

Town council cash to benefit local good causes 


GOOD causes will get £30,000 from 
Banbury Town Council, it has been 
announced. 

The council's annual donations will 
support 15 organisations including

Thames 
Water 
imposes 
hose ban 

THAMES Water, was one of 
seven companies in the south 
and east of England to 
announce a hosepipe ban, 
which will come into effect 
from April 5. Anyone found 
flouting it could be fined up to 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Martin Baggs, chief 
executive of Thames Water, 
said leakage from water pipes 
was at its lowest-ever level at 
600m litres lost a day across 
the network. 

He said: "The hosepipe ban, 
which we are not taking 
lightly, comes after two 
consecutive dry winters. 

"Groundwater levels in the 
aquifers, which we rely on for 
both borehole and river 
supplies, are well below where 
we would normally expect 
them to be. 

"We know these restrictions 
will be unpopular, but they 
will save a lot of water. A 
garden sprinkler uses as much 
water in an hour as a family of 
four uses in a day, and when 
water is in short supply the 
needs of families must come 
first."

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Abuse priest jailed 



Alexander Bede Walsh 


A PAEDOPHILE priest was 
branded "shameless" by a 
judge before he was jailed 
on Friday for 22 years for 
sexually abusing young 
boys. 

Alexander Bede Walsh, a 
priest at St John The Evangelist 
Church, Banbury, until 2004, 
was convicted last month of 21 
sexual offences, spanning a 
period of 18 years. 

A ten-day trial at Stoke-on- 
Trent Crown Court heard that 
the Catholic clergyman used his 
"revered" status to prey on his 
victims, abusing boys in 


Coventry, Staffordshire and 
Warwickshire. 

The abuse, described to the 
court as "serial and predatory", 
took place between 1975 and 
1993. 

At the same court, Judge Paul 
Glenn told him: "Shameless 
accurately describes your 
attitude to these proceedings. 
You have shown no remorse at 
any time. In fact, the jury was 
satisfied you lied repeatedly." 

The judge told him: "You 
used God's name as a lever... 
manipulating God's teaching for 
your own devices." 

Walsh, who now lives in 


Staffordshire, also served at a 
Roman Catholic boarding 
school in Staffordshire and at a 
now closed children's home in 
Coleshill, Warwickshire. 

He was arrested and 
interviewed in 2006 after two 
men contacted police to claim 
they had been abused as 
children. 

Further complainants came 
forward between 2008 and last 
year and all eight victims gave 
evidence at the trial. 

The 58-year-old was 
convicted of two serious sexual 
offences and 19 counts of 
indecent assault against boys 


Tragic couple to show video diary 


THEY are memories of joy and also 
sadness. 

When Finnley Froude was born 12 
weeks early, parents Luke and Gemma did 
what many families do - shooting video of 
their newborn. 

But Finnley died from an infection at 
just 18 weeks old, in June 2010 at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital's special care baby 
unit in Oxford. 

Parents Luke and Gemma Froude are to 
now show a compilation of the footage to 
raise awareness of the work of the 
specialist unit and money for a charity 


that supports families. Mr Froude, 31, 
said: "It just kind of happened, we were 
taking pictures and films as we went 
along. 

"We are still dealing with our loss but 
this is about raising awareness of the 
unit." 

Donations will go the Support for the 
Sick Newborn and their Parents charity, 
for which the couple have so far raised 
£34,000. 

The film will be shown at The Mill Arts 
Centre in Spiceball Park Road, Banbury, 
on Wednesday, April 4.

Fine tuning 
for WRC Mini 

BANBURY-based Prodrive has made more 
than 100 modifications to improve the 
performance of the Mini John Cooper 
Works WRC. 

Prodrive has been running a development 
programme on the Mini WRC since October 
last year, using data gathered from running 
its own cars and a further dozen customer 
cars in championships across Europe and 
the Middle East. 

A major focus has been development of 
the 1.6-litre turbo engine, with a result that 
the engine has a three per cent increase in 
peak power. 

The only visual change to the Mini WRC, 
which will compete in the Rally Portugal 
this month, is the front bumper, which has 
been remodelled to improve engine cooling 
and the car's aerodynamic performance. 

The new front splitter design also allows the 
car to run at lower ride heights on rough 
gravel surfaces, reducing airflow under the 
car and increasing front-end downforce. 

A Prodrive spokesman said: "We have 
worked with suspension partner, Ohlins, to 
improve the performance of its dampers on 
rough surfaces with the new units giving the 
car greater stability and traction while 
running on gravel. The team has also 
developed a heavy duty suspension package 
specifically for use on very rough events 
like Greece."

Civic call for comments 
on a vision of the future 


By Oliver Evans 


RESIDENTS are to be asked how they 
want Banbury to look in the next two 
decades. 

Planning chiefs want to draw up a 
"masterplan" document outlining how 
householders want their town to develop. 

This will cover the possible building of 


shops and roads but also other issues like 
education. 

The result of the consultation will be 
used to make decisions on planning appli¬ 
cations, which are decided on by mem¬ 
bers of Cherwell District Council. 

A similar ten-year exercise in Bicester 
led to a major redevelopment of the town 
centre. 

Oxfordshire County Council's Kieron 
Mallon said: "We are in a fortunate posi¬ 


tion in that a lot of businesses want to 
relocate to Banbury." Mr Mallon, in 
charge of policy co-ordination, said: "It 
will mean we are singing off the same 
hymn sheet." 

It comes after two retail park plans - 
one near Junction 11 of the M40 and 
another at Kraft Foods - were announced. 

This raised concerns among some 
traders that the developments would suck 
trade from the town and threaten a plan 


for the Bolton Road area. 

Cherwell's Bolton Road plan would 
bring a 24-hour supermarket and bigger 
retail units to the town centre. 

A decision is expected on the Junction 
11 plan - at the site of motorsport firm 
Prodrive, which would move nearby - is 
expected next Thursday. 

The councils are to appoint external 
consultants to draw up a public consulta¬ 
tion.

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Rectories with 
rustic charm

TWO former rectories near 
Banbury could be the answer 
to househunters' prayers. 

The Old Rectory In Wroxton is 
on the market for £645,000, while 
The Old Rectory in Balscote is 
priced at £725,000. 

The Wroxton rectory is stone- 
built with a thatched roof and has 
been restored but with the period 
features left intact. 

The sitting room still includes the 
original flagstone floor, beamed 
ceiling, window seats and shutters 
plus an inglenook fireplace with 
open fire. 

A second sitting room/dining 


room also has a working fireplace, 
window seat and beamed ceiling, 
while the kitchen is kitted out with 
an Aga and Belfast sink.

in pole position

WHERE on earth could you go to 
really test a vehicle to the limit? The 
North Pole? The South Pole. How 
about both? 

For the Toyota Hi lux pick-up has 
the distinction of being the first vehi¬ 
cle to be driven to both the magnet¬ 
ic North and South Poles. 

Celebrating its 40th birthday this 
year, the Hi lux is now into its sixth 
generation combining traditional 
robustness and excellent load-carry¬ 
ing capacity with comfort and safety. 
Where the 2012 model scores high¬ 
est is in its blend of workhorse prac¬ 
ticality with a car-like ride and crea¬ 
ture comforts. 

Whisper this quietly, but the 
rough, tough looks of the Hilux hide 
a soft, we 11-equipped centre. 

The new model moves equipment 
levels up a notch, with all three trim 
levels coming with anti-lock brakes, 
driver and front passenger airbags, 
air conditioning, electric windows 
and remote central locking. 

The HL3 grade test model looked 
the part with 15-inch alloy wheels, 
rear privacy glass, body-coloured 
front bumper, darkened chrome 
grille, chrome door handles, rear 
step and side steps. Inside there is a 
multi-information display, operated 
by a button on the leather-trimmed 
steering wheel, and the Toyota Touch 


system with a full colour six-inch 
touchscreen for audio, telephone 
and Bluetooth controls. A rear-view 
camera helps avoid bumps and 
scrapes when reversing. 

The 2.5-litre diesel engine fitted to 
the test car meets Euro 5 emissions 
requirements, as does the 3.0-litre 
version. Toyota says that as a result 
of the adjustments, C02 emissions 
for the Double Cab model have 
been cut by more than 10 per cent, 
while fuel consumption has 
improved by more than 10 per cent. 

Mated to a five-speed manual 
gearbox, the engine pumps out 
more than 140 horsepower and 
huge amounts of pulling power, giv¬ 
ing an excellent balance of flexible 
performance and low fuel consump¬ 
tion. Steep descents on rough 
ground can be negotiated safely and 
securely with the engine on tickover 
in first gear. The high torque means 
the Hilux can equally make steep 
ascents on engine idle, too.

Sales increase rapidly for prestige brands 


ANALYSIS from Glass's, the 

valuation expert, has revealed 
that the current generation of 
motorists has moved away from 
the mass-market sector with 
sales of 'prestige' car marques 
such as BMW, Mercedes and 
Audi now making up a quarter 
of all new car sales in the UK. 

This is compared to just 10 per 
cent of sales 20 years ago, 
suggesting we are increasingly 
becoming a nation of badge 
snobs, happy to pay a premium 
to get the 'right' brand of car. 

However, it is not just the prestige 
sector which is capturing the 
imagination of a generation of 


motorists — the 'value' sector 
has also made huge gains in 
recent years, with market share 
of budget brands such as Skoda 
and Hyundai increasing 400 
per cent. This sector now 
makes up 10 per cent of new 
car sales — compared to just 
two per cent 20 years ago. 

However, the vast majority of 
growth in this sector has been 
as a result of the scrappage 
scheme which allowed already 
'budget' cars to be purchased 
with a further £2,000 off their 
list price — meaning that many 
could, for the first time, afford 
to buy a new car. 


Adrian Rushmore, Glass's 

managing editor, said: "Britons 
increasingly want to be 
'individual' in their choice of 
car — many mass market cars 
are seen as 'same again' and 
just aren't as distinctive or 
appealing enough. 

"Many consumers still have a 
perception that mass market 
cars aren't built to last in the 
same way the prestige car 
marques are, despite the strides 
that all manufacturers have 
made in this area in recent 
years. More affordable models 
from prestige brands have also 
emerged in recent years."
